During our stay at Hankow we visited 


a dnck farm. The process of keeping 
the ducks is very simple. 
A largo 


wooden shed stands near tho edge of tbo 
river, where the owner of tho farm or 
an employee spends the night with his 
feathered friends. 
There must have 


been several thousands of ducks in tho 
farm wo visited. 
Before sunrise tlio 


door of the shed was opened, and out 
run the dncks, scrambling one over tho 
other into the river, where they spend 
the day feeding. 


As soon as sunset approaches, from all 


parts of the river they come, for they 
wander far among tho rushes and islands 
during the day, and there is siill moro 
hurry and scurry to get into tlio shed 
than there was to get out at dawn. Tha 
reason is simple. 
Immovable- by the 


door sits tho Chinaman, a long: cane in 
his hand, and woo betide the last duck 
to enter, for down on its back comes the 
long bamboo with a pain inflicting thud.

.he country of print cloths was 278,000 
pieces on the last day of December, 1891, 
as compared with 1,952,000 on the eame 
dty in 1890, That the mills have been 
ran contiormously and that the operatives 
asvebeen kept steadily employed at Hv 
ing wages is one of the striking features 
of the year's business. 


It is, however, the low range of prici B 


that have prevailed that it is the notable 
feature of the statement. Print cloths 
have never sold so low in this country as 
during 1891, 
the average being 2,25 


cents, as against 3.34, 3.81, 3 80, 3 34, and 
3.30 cents in 1890,1889, 1888,1887 and 
1880 respectively. If these figures re- 
spiting real "MoKinley prices" do not 
confound the "MoKinley prices" hars on 
the Democratic and Mugwump prees 
nothing short of a thunderbolt will pene.

Another New Smoko Pievontlve. 


James Mnrphy, .v Clncagoun, is the 


latest to como forward with a smoko 
consuming device. Rather, lliougu, is 
it Mr. Murphy's plaz to prevent smoko, 
and this he seoms to do very effectually 
by a patent arrangement -which be places 
on boilers and stoves. It is the idea to 
catch and Tnun the gases that are liber- 
ated from the coal tctoio they form the 
smoke. The smoke itbclt, tho inventor 
says, cannot bo burned after it has once 
been formed, so he burns the gases. 


Tho principle is that of taking air up 


from the ashpit in a furnace through 
fire clay pipes to a hot air chamber 
above the grate bars. From here it is 
thrown from all four sides of the grate 
through a three-quarter inch space which 
is left open all around the fire, tho space 
being partially lodged over with a "lip" 
that throws the air across the furnace. 
Tho distribution of this hot air equally 
over tho fire catches the gases from tho 
coal before they aro formed into smoko 
and ignites and burns them. 


Thus only about 20 per cent, of tho 


usual amount of smoke contains no car- 
bon, 
is not dirty at all imil is while 


instead of sooty. Mr. Mnrphy demon- 
btrates tho principle of his device in a 
stove, where tho results aro more easily 
been.

Arguments in the Action of Mac on 


County vs. B. W. Waggoner. 


In the circuit court to-day Judge 


Wright has devoted his entire attention 
to hearing arguments ot attorneys in the 
debt case of Maoon County vs. ex-County 
Clerk H. W. Waggoner et al. 
The 


county is represented by State's Attor. 
ney Mills and the defendants by I, D. 
Walker and Buckingham & Sohroll. The 
declaration had been amended, and the 
defendants entered a demurrer to the 
amended declaration. The claim is tor 
about 82800. 


The breaches in tbe declaration allege 


that the ex-connty clerk in his settle- 
ments with tbe county filed false reports^ 
and did cot report foes received tbat had 
been collected. To nil this a general 
denial ia entered. Sir.Buckingham in bis 
argument held that neither Mr.Waggoner 
nor bis bondsmen were liable for the 
reason that regular settlements had been 
made in compliance with the law, and 
that every possible oppoitanity was af- 
forded the county board committees to 
examine the books nod compare the re- 
ports with the entries on the dockets. 
It was the duty of the committees to 
tiiuke the comparisons, ar.d it was on their 
reports and recommendations that the 
money claimed was paid. 
It was denied 


that Mr, Waggoner bad made false reports 
or bad held back any fees collected from 
the entry. Mr. Buckingham quoted lib- 
erally from the supreme court decision 
in tbe Foster case, and attacked the 
breaches in tbe declaration with consider- 
able spirit and vigor. Mr, Mills bad a 
different interpretation of the supreme 
court decisions, and argued st length 
that the declaration is good, and that tbe 
court held tbat wbera mouejs were pai<! 
Bounty officials improperly by the county 
board that the officials and bondsmen 
were liable. Decision reserved.
